The Dominion Government is of-| 
fering to lease the penitentiary 
property to the city at the rate of 
$100 per month. Which means that 
the Government has discovered 
that people are not falling over 
their feet in a mad rush to buy 
the property at the fancy prices 
the Government wanted for it last 
year. Twelve hundred dollars per 
year is ten per cent. on $12,000, 
which is apparently the sum the 
Government now calculates the 
property to be worth, or has hopes 
of making it worth by leasing it 
to the city.
